we are interviewing LANCE, a 1911 Excelsior Auto Cycle, 

a first in any cycle book

O. First off, what should we call you? 

A. Oh, anything you’d like, as long 
as it's masculine . . . y’see I’m a boy 
bike! 

Q. Does Fred sound alright? 

A. Actually I was kind of hoping 
you’d drop a Steve or maybe a Lance 
on me! 

Q. Fine, well call you Lance! 

A. Groovy! Lance is such a gutsy 
name! 


Q. First of all Lance, how old are you? 

A. That’s kind of a silly question Be- 
Be, if l was made in 1911 and this is 
1969, figure it out! 

Q. We were hoping you’d do that for 
us, since we didn't do too well at 
Math! 

A. Look, it’s really unimportant, it’s 
how old 1 FEEL, and so I’d say that 
l was, oh, 20! 

Q. You're sort of a philosophical type 
of machine aren't you? 


A. That’s right Trick-o, and not too 
many modem machines can say that! 

Q. What is your opinion of the mod¬ 
ern bike? 

A. Ah, l reckon most of them are 
O.K. but as the old-saying goes, "They 
don’t make ’em like they used t’.’’ 

Q. You feel that the new machines 
aren't constructed as well as you were? 

A. Oh, no, the construction is excel¬ 
lent, it’s the outlook that bug’s me, 
these kids today don’t know what hard

work is! I mean we’ve got the bright¬ 
est group of cycles this world’s ever 
seen but they are weak inside, y’know

10,000 miles without a lube or oil 
change. 

Q. Isn't that a bit risky? 

A. Hmmppff, see you’re even just a 
bit of a sissy yourself, Harpo! 

Q. Just a moment, you used the word 
Harpo.” We have a character in 
this book who uses that same expres¬ 
sion, the Ol Poop. Have you ever 
heard of him? 

A. Hah! Heard of him? Sonny I was 
his first bike! 

Q. Tell us a little about him, we feel 
our readers would enjoy hearing 
about the ol' coot! 

A. Tsk, you young people today! ! 
The Ol’ Poop isn’t OLD! Sure he 
may LOOK old but that stud is the 
swingingest dude to ever handle a 
Harley! 

Q. We thought he rode a 1926 In¬ 
dian! 

A. He’s ridden ’em ALL Trick-o, but 
anyhow he was about 5 years old 
when we met and l could see a future 
Great rider in him. 

Q. You mean he was 5 YEARS OLD 
when he first rode? 

A. Sure, how’d you think he’d be able 
to out-ride that twit of what you call 
a hero, Hogg Ryder? But it only took 
him a month before he’d moved on 
to bigger things. It was an honor just 
knowing him. 

Q. Confidentially, how old is he? 

A. That, BeBe is the best kept secret 
of this century, and if I did know l 
wouldn’t tell you! 

Q. And why not? 

A. Oh, I don’t know, call it my con¬ 
tribution to the generation gap. 

Q. What is your thought on the gen¬ 
eration gap, Lance? 

A. 1 think it’s great, the old folks 
need those cocky young kids to keep 
’em on their toes and the kids need 
the order of the old people to keep 
’em in line, but it will all work out! 

Q. It will? 

A. Sure Harpo, this thing has been 
going on since Adam and Eve, l 
wouldn’t wor*y about it! 


Q. We've sort of gotten off the track, 
tell us more about the bikes today as 
compared to your day. 

A. Certainly! Well, like 1 was saying, 
these wheels today are GOOD, let no 
one say that they ain’t, but they lack 
the stamina we had. I mean, what is 
the point of having three or four cyl¬ 
inders? What have you got? Speed 
and all that gets you is tickets. In my 
day it was performance that was im¬ 
portant. 

Q Many of the cycles on the road 
today are tops in performance, that 
answer is a bit silly. 

A. Not really, Trick-o . . . these kids 
today lack Elan! 

Q. What’s that mean? 

A. Looks like the education system 
isn’t too hot either! 

Q. But the bikes are engineering 
marvels, how can you say that? 

A. Oh sure, but they are all the same, 
no real rugged individuals. You see 
a bike on the street today and it’s 
just another cycle. In my day people 
would quake with fear when I rode 
dotvn a main street wide open. 

Q. But Lance, the times have changed! 

A. The times don’t change Harpo, the 
people do! 

Q. Will you please stop? 

A. See how you are today, cold, imper¬ 
sonal . . . you don’t know how to 
really live, and that goes for these 
so-called motorcycles! 

Q. Look, let's get back to some line 
of questioning ... for instance how 
do you feel about the cycle being a 
symbol of rebellion?
